Reagan tells Brezhnev: 
Keep hands off Poland 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan rent 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev a 
letter yesterday warning Moscow to 
keep its hands off Poland, but at the 
same time offering to establish bet- 
ter relations between the two super- 
powers. 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer said Reagan wrote: - 
"Our view is that Poland’s problems 
•can only be dealt with by the Polish 
people. Any other approach would 
‘ have serious consequences. Despite 
these (fisturbhig trends, the United 
Sates is committed to a dialogue on 
critical geopolitical issue® 
negotiations." . . v.. 

- ■ Communist authorities in Poland, 
meanwhile, yesterday warned that 
the Soviet Union was prepared to 
use the economic weapon against 
Poland if what it considers anti- 
Soviet campaign by the Solidarity 
independent labour union and dissi- 


dents continues. But at the same 
- time they invited Solidarity to join 
all other forces in the country in an 
expanded national unity front to 
save the nation. 

The warning came as the Soviet 
Union's planning chief opened talks 
with Polish officials in Warsaw on 
further economic relations between 
the two countries. 

In a speech to a nationwide 
-television audience, politburo 
member Stefan Olszowski said: 
"Without oil, without ore, cotton 
and any other indispensable raw 
material, the Polish economy can- 
.-.hot ‘function*. „ 

"It has to be stated dearly that all 
anti-Soviet activities or agitation 
will lead to this, that our closest ally, 
the' greatest socialist country, may 
start to think whether to further 
help us or only to maintain 
economic relations in a quota of 
mutual balance,” he said.' 


Sharon, U.S. officials end 
talks on strategic pact

Israeli and American defence of- 
ficials have ended two days of inten- 
sive negotiations on possible future 
strategic cooperation between the 
two countries. 

Frank West of the Pentagon 'and 
an Israeli team headed by Defence 
Ministd’ Ariel Sharon have been 
working'' out details of the agree- 
ment on principle that were reached 
by Premier Menachem Begin and 
President Ronald Reagan during 
their meeting in Washington earlier 
. this month. 


The plan is for Sharon to sign an 
agreement of strategic cooperation 
when he visits the U.S. in the begin- 
ning of November, but officials on 
both sides -admit that the eventual 
nature erf the agreement will very 
much depend on what happens to 
the AWACS sale to Saudi Arabia 
when it comes up before the Senate 
in late October.

Meridor tells Begin his 
energy invention works

The cabinet's chief economic 
coordinator, Ya'acoy Meridor,' 
yesterday informed Prime Minister 
Menachem. Begin that the first ex- 
perimental tests of the invention he 
has fathered for producing cheap 
energy have been successful. 

Mendor had first disclosed his 
"revolutionary" invention (which 
he said would end the world's 
dependence on oil) on the eve erf the 
Knesset elections in June, but 
refused-then to give any details. 

Speaking last night on Israel. 
Television, Meridor said Us team of 
highly-q uaiiiled scientists had in- 
formed him on Monday, that the 


results of the first sage of testing 
the invention over the last lYi 
months were “extremely 
promising" "This is a great day," 
he said. 

The only technical detail Meridor 
would disclose was that the scien- 
tists had achieved “a 60 per cent 
■ rate of energy extraction from the 
raw fuel for producing electricity." 
The Electric Corporation achieves 
only two-thirds of this extraction 
figure in its power stations. 

Meridor said that large savings in 
fuel would be made if the invention 
could be applied commercially. He 
said he expects the extraction rate 
could be raised further to 70 per

WASHINGTON. — National 
Security Adviser Richard Allen 
yesterday said the presence of five 
U -supplied AWACS radar air- 
craft in Saudi Arabia will not 
benefit the Arabs during a future air 
war against.IsraeL 

During a formal White House 
briefing for reporters, Allen, joined 
by several U.S. Air Force officers, 
defended the controversial $8.5 bil- 
lion package sale by insisting it was 
designed solely to protect Saudi 
Arabia’s oilfields. 

Allen and the others repeatedly 
belittled the threat posed to Israel 
by the sale. They explained, for ex- 
ample. that Saudi AWACS would 
have to fly over Jordan “near the 
West Bank" in order to “see" afi of 
Israel. 

From within Saudi Arabia 
proper, they said, the contours of 
Israel's geography — known as 
"masking" — would preclude any 
full view of Israeli aerial activity. 

Allen said the Reagan administra- 
tion was stepping up its campaign to 
sell the sale to a sceptical Congress, 
predicting that once all of the 
“facts" were known, it -would win 
approval. 

A senior U.S. Air Force official 
said that Israel’s four E2-C 
Hawkeye surveillance aircraft could 
detect the- presence of AWACS 
planes from a distance of 400 miles. 
Thus, he said, Israel will know 
whenever an AWACS approached 
its border. 

The U.S. officials, questioned in- 
tensively for nearly an hour, also 
discounted the possibility that Saudi 
Arabia could coordinate any joint 
Arab aerial strike against Israel. 
Direct communication links 
between the AWACS and Soviet- 
supplied MiG fighters in Iraq and 
Syria, they said, was impossible 
because they operate oh completely 
different radio frequencies. 

Saudi pilots would first have to 
radio the information to their 
ground stations. Then, it would 
have to be telephoned to Syria and 
Iraq. But by then, the U.S. officials 
said, the information would be

Civilian rule 
taking over 
in territories 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
- The military government ad- 
ministration in the West Bank 
and Gaza, in place since 1967, is 
effectively being abolished. It 
will be replaced by a civilian 
authority responsible to the 
defence minister. 

This was the gist, though not the 
language, of an announcement 
made by the Defence Ministry 
spokesman last night. 

According to the announcement, 
the civilian authority will take 
responsibility for all civilian affairs 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 
Responsibility for security matters 
will devolve upon the Israel 
Defence Force's regular area com- 
manders, that is, the Central and 
Southern Commands. 

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
will submit the proposal to the 
cabinet on Sunday. But since it 
already has the approval of Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and has 
been known to the ministers, it is 
expected that the full cabinet will 
also endorse the measure. 

Under the new scheme, the civil 
authority will be directly under the 
defence minister. It will coordinate 


with the various government 
ministries, as in the past, through 
the Office of the Coordinator of Ac- 
tivities in the Territories. 

The Defence Ministry announce- 
ment said that the civil administra- 
tion will be gradually taken over by 
civilians and that the aim is that 
local Palestinians will assume the 
administrative tasks, including 
senior positions. 

Because the measure is still for- 
mally a proposal yet to be approved 
by the cabinet. Defence Ministry 
officials yesterday were reluctant to 
discuss the implications in detail. 

However, it was made plain that 
the reorganization is being in- 
troduced to help set the stage for 
the autonomy scheme for the ter- 
ritories. The government is intent 
on achieving an autonomy agree- 
ment with Egypt prior to the final 
sage of withdraw! from Sinai next 
April. 

Sharon has been conducting mlk« 
with local Palestinian leaders, and 
has relaxed some of the military 
controls in the areas in an effort to 
improve the atmosphere and en- 
courage the local leadership to par- 
ticipate in the new civilian ad- 
. ministration. 


Gromyko urges Mideast peace meet

UNITED NATIONS. — Hie Soviet . 
Union yesterday called for an inter- 
national conference on the Middle 
East with the participation of the 
PLO and Israel to find a solution to 
the .Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Addressing the UN Genera! As- 
sembly, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko stressed the 
Soviet commitment to "the struggle 
of the Arab peoples to defend their 
legitimate rights trampled under- 
foot as a result of Israel’s aggres- 
sion." He condemned Israel’s “rul- 
ing circles" for their pursuit of "ex- 
pansionist policies" and "brutal ter- 


ror” against the Lebanese people 
and blamed “outside forces" — 
meaning the U.S. — for encourag- 
ing these policies. 

“Peace and stability in the Mid- 
dle East can be assured only 
through a comprehensive political 
agreement," said Gromyko, "one 
which would not infringe upon the 
rights of any country or people of 
that region." Such a settlement, he 
said, should include Israel’s 
withdrawal from all Arab territories 
occupied in 1967 ai}d the "exercise 
of the national rights", of the Palesti- 
nians, including their right to es- 
tablish an independent state.

Agency Chairman Arye 
Dulzin has agreed to the joint super- 
vision of all the funds directed to 
Project Renewal, whether from the.

government, which has dogged the 
project since its inception four years 
ago. 

Government ministries involved 
with the project have complained in 
the .past that the Jewish Agency has 
spent money directly in the 69 poor 
, neighbourhoods* earmarked for.

1,003 accidents, 57 dead in August 


Jerusalem For Reporter 

, There were 1,003 road accidents 
with i,578 casualties last month, ac- 
cording to figures released yester- 
day .by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics; Among the casualties 
were 57 IriUed and 331 seriously in- 
jured.' 

Allowing for seasonal factors, the 
statisticians say that the number of 
accidents and casualties in the past 
four months rose by -2 per cent as 
compared, with the four previous 
months, and rose by 6 per cent as 
compared ' with accidents and 
casualties during the same period 
last year. 

Since the beginning of the year 
there have been .8,775 accidents in- 
volving 12,481 casualties, 291 of 
them fatal. This marks a 2 . per cent 
rise in the nilmber of casualties as 
compared until the same period last 
year and 5 per cent increase in the 
number of killed.

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party 
Chairman Shimon Peres yesterday 
denied that Israel had ever been 
used as an instrument for foreign 
military interests. 

He was reacting to Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon's charge at a 
Herut Central Committee session 
on Monday night that "Labour had 
put the IDF at the disposal of 
French and British adventurism in 
1956," during the Sinai Campaign. 

Asserting that the contrary was 
true, Peres said: “ Rather than serv- 
ing the interests of France and Bri- 
tain in the Sinai Campaign, we 
benefited from their participation. 
Israel fought the battle for its own 
reasons, and the only coordination 
with outside powers was over tim- 


ing. It is hardly as if we had gone to 
France and offered to help them in 
Algeria or offered the British help 
in British Guyana, for example. We 
did not concern ourselves with 
global interests but with our own 
good.” 

Peres said that Prime Minister 
Menachera Begin, leader of the op- 
position at the time, was consulted 
before the Suez operation “and 
gave his enthusiastic approval." 

Peres added that he does "not 
rule out cooperation with the U.S., 
but only if it requests it of us, and 
not vice versa, and if it serves our 
needs." 

Sharon's comments came in reac- 
tion to claims by Labour that the 
government is turning IDF soldiers 
into mercenaries by agreeing to 
strategic cooperation with the U.S. 


Labour court rejects appeal 
of fired Druse teachers

NAZARETH. — The district 
labour court here yesterday threw 
out the appeal by five Druse 
teachers from the Golan Heights 
against their dismissal or transfer by 
the military government three 
months ago. 

Judges Meir Weinstein and Yosef 
Piek, in a majority decision, ruled 
that the teachers, who had refused 
to take out Israeli citizenship and 
identity cards, could not benefit 
from the same rights as Israeli 
teachers. 

“The applicants rejected the 
citizenship and the rights which go 
with it. They cannot hold the stick 
by both ends,” ruled the court. 

The Education Ministry had 
every right not to renew the annual 
contracts of the teachers who were 
fired, ruled the judges. 


But in a minority opinion, court 
president Khalil Aboud said that the 
dismissal of two of the teachers was 
“illegal” and contrary to “public 
morality." He pointed out that the 
teachers had been teaching for 10 
years and were Hist ad rut members, 
amMhat the Education Ministry had 
lodged no complaint against them. 
“Only Allah and the Education 
Ministry representative know why 
they were sacked," said Judge 
Aboud. 

But the judge upheld the 
ministry’s right to transfer the other 
three teachers to different schools. 

The ministry at the end of last 
year fired or transferred some 30 
Golan Heights Druse teachers. The 
teachers allege that this is pan of 
the military government campaign 
against those Druse who oppose the 
community’s receiving Israeli iden- 
tity cards. 


Exiled mayors appeal to Sharon

Attorney Felicia Langer yester- 
day appealed to Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon on behalf of Fahd 
Kawasma and Mohammed Milhem 
to allow the two exiled mayors to 
return to the West Bank. 

Kawasma of Hebron and Milhem 
of Halhoul, both prominent leaders 
of the now-defunct National 
Guidance Committee, were sum- 
marily expelled to Lebanon a few 
hours after the Beit Hadassah ter- 
rorist attack in May 1980. They 
were later allowed to return to ap- 


peal their expulsions before the 
High Court of Justice and military 
tribunals. But in the end the govern- 
ment stuck to its decision to exile 
the mayors despite a recommenda- 
tion from the court that the orders 
be reconsidered. 

In her letter to Sharon, Langer 
recalls that former defence minister 
Ezer Weizman allowed a com- 
munist politician, Ahmed Hairud 
Natshe, to return to the West Bank 
after he had been expelled in 1976 
to prevent his participation in the 
municipal elections. 


.Major chess festivalin Haifa next month 


August was low compared to the 
numbers in previous months, but 
the number of killed was com- 
paratively high. This was attributed 
to the major accident in the B’nei 
Darom crossroad near Ashdod, in 
which more than 20 people were kil--. 
led. 

The bureau said that 130 road ac- 
cidents in August In Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza Strip claimed 253 vic- 
tims, of whom 22 were killed. This 
compared to 127 accidents with 223 
casualties (17 dead) in July. 


WARNING. — The Ministry of 
Health has issued a warning to 
hikers all over the country not to 
drink water from wells in wadis and 
other unauthorized water sources. 
A hiker has recently been 
hospitalized with stomach typhus 
and jaundice after she drank wadi 
water, despite a notice warning 
against it. 


HAIFA. — A “live” chess game 
with dancers, horses (for knights) 
and man-sized wooden towers (for 
rooks) will highlight the First Israel 
.Chess Festival, to take place here 
from October 14 to 24, Mayor Arye 
Gurel told a press conference 
yesterday. 

An estimated 80 youngsters will 
compete for the national youth 
chess championship title and take 
part in the annual open tournament, 
both to be held in Haifa. Three 


giant chess boards will be set up at 
major public squares for all chess 
dilettantes willing to try their skills, 
he added. 

The festival will include family 
and open games, professional 
counselling for beginners and 
friendly competitions with players 
from out of town. It will end with 
the live game on October 24, which 
is to be a duplication of U.S. Grand 
Master Bobby Fisher’s classics (his 
victory over Robert Byrne in 1963). |

;oing shopping or getting to many , 
ilaces of employment because 
:iobody thinks about making public 
ilaces accessible to them. 


■ - "When we go out to dinner, I 
have to case the joint fust to.see if 
the wheelchair can get in,” says one 
Woman who is dating a paraplegic. 
"1 never realized, all these problems, 
and it's the fact that we don't think 


about them' that perpetuates them." 

Though many disabled persons 
complain, about discrimination in 
employment and other situations 
where the able-bbdied refuse to give 
them a chance, they don't believe 


that barriers have been deliberately 
constructed to keep people in 
wheelchairs away from places of 
work and play. 

"They were building a bank near 
my home,” one wheelchair-bound 
man says, “and ! told them that I'd 
love to be a customer but have no 
way of getting inside. Since they 
were still in the early stages of 
building, the contractor constructed 
a ramp which enables me — and 
other customers in wheelchairs — 
to use this particular bank. They 
just never thought about it until 1 
said something." 

One restaurant owner says it 
doesn't pay for him to make his es- 
tablishment more “accessible" 
since nobody in a wheelchair has 
ever tried to come there. “That 
doesn't prove we wouldn't come if 
you made it possible," a woman in a 
wheelchair says. "The trouble is 
that you think of us as poor things 
who need help and not as people 
who earn livings and are consumers 
like everyone else." 

Earning a living is indeed more 
difficult for the wheelchair-bound 
because of the physical impos- 
sibility of getting to many places of 
employment. 

An attorney in a wheelchair says 
she has no access to the Supreme 
Court and adds that she has had to

A SOLDI HR. a bookbinder and members of 
kibbulzim were some of the finalists in the 
Dishes My Mother Taught Me recipe competi- 
tion. sponsored b\ The Jerusalem Post and the 
Dan Hotels. 

In an atmosphere of bustle and good will, 
the final competition look place in the caver- 
nous kitchens of the King David Hotel in 
Jerusalem. The finalists arrived at noon to en- 
joy lunch in the hotel's new Patio. Far Eastern 
style restaurant. As the meal continued, some 
of the cooks began looking a bit worried, con- 
cerned they would not have enough time. 

Then* all l rouped down to the kitchens 
themselves where the staff, supervised by ex- 
ecutive chef Roman Giacometti had prepared 
trays with all the ingredients listed in the 
recipes. For those who needed an extra 
tomato or a pinch more of some spice or 
other, the kitchen staff was on hand to help. 

The big problem was finding pots and uten- 
sils small enough for the contestants, who 
were not used to the giant hotel implements. A 
number of complaints were also heard from 
contestants who had specified fresh 
mushrooms in their recipes. The hotel only 
had tinned ones. 

But the atmosphere was an overwhelming 
one of good cheer and fun. With 12 amateur 
chefs and anv number of onlookers, all in- 
terested in cooking and eating, there was 
much comparing of notes. But aside from the 
cooks themselves, the real heroes of the day 
were the staff of the King David kitchens, 
both meat and dairy, for there were contes- 
tants with both types of dishes. When it came 
to the judging, the judges first tried the dairy 
dishes and then after a suitable delay, the 
meat dishes, so as to observe kashrut. 

Meanwhile, as the cooks proceeded, jour- 
nalists and interested parties prowled the 
kitchens, trying to surmise who would be the 
winner. But few guessed it would be the slen- 
der. serious-looking soldier working quietly in 
one corner. In fact, chef Giacometti, who 
chose the recipes, admitted afterwards that he 
had picked that submitted by Gershon Hotz, 
an immigrant from South Africa who holds a 
desk job in the army, because it seemed so 
unlikely. 

The dish, a relatively simple one, consists of 
chicken baked in a sauce made un of tomato 
ketchup, apricot jam, soy sauce, Coca Cola 
and onion and garlic salt and flakes and ser- 
ved with beautifully cooked rice. Hotz said he 
really did learn the dish from his mother, who 
made it up on a visit from South Africa, after 
finding that chutney was unavailable in a shop 
here. 

Hotz said he is still uncertain as to what he 
wants to do when he gets out of the army, but 
he would like to go into hotel work. Perhaps 
the King David will give him a chance. 
Meanwhile, he received an added bonus. The 
day after the contest, the local Coca Cola 
company called The Post for his address, as 
they wanted to give him a few cases of the 
beverage in gratitude for his use of their 
product. 

Chicken in Sauce

Another unexpected winner was the second 
place cream of eggplant soup. Velour 
d' Aubergine, prepared in the dairy kitchen by 
Hanna Besserman, a resident of Jerusalem 
who works as a bookbinder. Her husband, in- 
cidentiy, is the country’s leading expert on 
Chaucer. 

She explained that as a vegetarian she is 
always on the lookout for dishes that are in- 


teresting and festive, even though they do not 
contain meat. The soup she learned from a 
munv years ago. 

Velour d' Aubergine 
4 tablespoons butter

Melt butler in a pot and add onion and celery. 
Steam, covered, for 10 minutes over low heat. 
Add eggplant and potatoes and steam, covered, 
for another 15 minutes or until eggplant softens, 
watching to make sure it doesn’t burn. Stir in 
curry, thyme, basil, salt and pepper to taste. Add 
stock and bring to a boil. Lower heat and simmer 
30 minutes. Cool for 10 minutes. 

Force through food mill or blend in blender, 
adding the cayenne. Stir in the cream and chill 
thoroughly. Garnish each serving with carrot and 
celery strips. (The soup is good hot too. but 
remember nor to boil it after the cream is added. 
For a less rich soup, substitute yoghurt for one 
cup of cream.) 

As luck would have it, another chicken 
recipe won the third prize. The dish was 
prepared by Miri Yeger, a member of Kibbutz 
Givat Haim Ihud, who comes from Portugal. 
As she works in the kibbutz kitchen, she was 
one of the few contestants who was quite at 
ease in the hotel kitchen. She was used to 
giant pots. 

She too learned the dish from her mother. 
It is a dish often served at weddings in Por- 
tugal. It has a lemony taste that would almost 
make it seem Greek to those who didn’t know 
its origin. 

Chicken fricassee 

2 chickens 

3 tablespoons margarine 
Vi litre chicken soup 

. I cup while wine 

2 tablespoons flour 

4 egg yolks 

3 onions 

1 tin of champignon mushrooms 
salt, pepper, parsley and lemon 

Cut chicken in pieces and fry lightly in 
margarine for 10 minutes. Sprinkle with flour 
and add hot soup. wine, coarsely chopped onions, 
a bouquet of parsley, salt and pepper. Simmer for 
45 to 50 minutes. When chicken is tender, 
remove from liquid. Add a few spoonfuls of the 
hot liquid to the beaten egg yolks and then slowly 
add this to tfie rest of the liquid. 

Slowly heat the liquid until it thickens. Add the 
juice of a lemon and salt and pepper to taste. 
Serve chicken covered with gravy • and lightly fried 
mushrooms and sprinkled with chopped parsley, 
with rice or roasted potatoes. 

THE WEALTH of chicken recipes was also 
evident in a number of other recipes. One, 
Ajam Oppor, came from Carola Mishori of 
Kiryat Bialik. Both she and her husband are 
from Holland, where the former Indonesian 
colonial experience is still a strong culinary 
influence.

leaves and serve with steamed rice and cucumber 
salad. 

Yet another chicken dish, this time using 
chicken breasts, was submitted by Katy Sas- 
soon of Jerusalem. The dish is an Indian one, 
but both Mrs. Sassoon and her late husband 
were born in Burma, where they lived until 
the outbreak of World War II, when they 
moved to Calcutta. In 1952, they were on the 
last ship to Israel permitted through the Suez 
Canal. Now, she told us,. she doesn’t cook so 
much, since there is no one to taste her han- 
diwork, but she still managed to come up with 
a tasty dish.

It is this, he feels, that has 
kept them from suffering from flu or

Another believer was Rotinie. 
Feldman; a bee breeder Jrom Nes 
Ziona and a great grandson of the 
country’s first modern bee breeder.

Containing mineral salts eind - 


; other elements needed by the body, 
it is the only form of sugar food that 
does not haw to be refitted. Many 
cough medicines and laxatives con- 
tain it. 

The honey itself is made from 
nectar, with the colour and taste 
depending on the flowers. In Israeli 
light yellow honey comesfrom 
orange blossoms whfle the darker 
sweeter variety it the product of 
wild flowers. . 

Warnings also came that hooey 
can easily be adulterated and should 
be purchased only from, a 
recognized dealer, in a container 
with a.label stating that it. is pure 
honey with no additives. One rign of 
pure honey is its tendency -to 
solidify when chilled.

Help for farmers 
in financial trouble 


insurance — like industry

In a move orchestrated by the 
tourism ministry. ali branches of the 
country's tourist industry have 
promised to freeze prices for the 
coming season — if they are granted 
exchange rate insurance identical to 
that being planned for industry. 

The insurance is. in fact, a hidden 
nihsidy, meant to compensate ex- 
porters for the fact that the devalua- 
tion of -he shekel lags behind the 
bctti rate of inflation. It is also in- 
tended to protect exporters from 
the fluctuations of various curren- 
cies against the dollar. 

The move came at an emergency 
meeting called by the ministry to 
determine prices for the coming 
<eaicn. which begins in March. 
Usually such prices are published in 
August, and in fact some hotels 
hi'-'e already announced a 10 per 
cent increase in their dollar rates. 

in view of the slump that has bit 
;.hc country's tourism since the end 
of ’.•■inter, the ministry called on all 
branches, hoteliers, bus operators, 
ar.a agents, to freeze their prices. In 
principle, those participating in the 
meeting agreed. Avraham 


Friedman, of Diesenhaus Tours, 
lold the group that without a freeze 
there simply would not be more 
tourists. 

Sut others argued that the 
government must step in to help. 
Samuel Hederman, president of the 
Hotel Association, told the ministry 
officials that they could net ask for 
a price freeze as long as it was the 
Treasury which, in fact, wielded the 
real authority in the tourist industry. 

Prior to the meeting, ministry 
director-general Rafael Farber met 
with Treasury' director-general Prof. , 
Ezra Sadan to discuss the issue. j 

Suggestions how such insurance " 
could be implemented for tourism 
are to be submitted by Ben- Ami 
Zuckerman, the Treasury's commis- 
sioner of the capital market. 

In a related development, the 
acting finance minister, Gideon Pait, 
has agreed to rescind a Treasury 
decision to end preferred, net fuiiy 
linked, loans for tourism invest' 
menis until the minister.

Individual' farmers in financial 
difficulty will be eligible for early 
redemption of their obligatory 
loans, Finance Minister Yoram 
Aridor has decided. 

Until now, only corporate bodies, 
such as kibbutzim were eligible for 
early redemption of their defence 
loans, subject to approval by the 
relevant ministry (transport, 
tourism, agriculture, housing, etc.). 

Moshav members wiU not be aide 
to benefit from this regulation ' 
because the loans .are in each j 
member's name, rather than that of 
the moshav. Also, many farmers are. 
not members of any corporate' 
body. 

According to Aridor’s amend- 
ment, all farmers will be eligible for 
the early repayment benefits. A 
farmer, for this purpose, is anyone 
who depends on agriculture for 
more than 50 per cent of his in- 
come. 


Congress of pre-cast concrete 
industry brings 1,000 to J’lem

About 1,000 delegates, including 
750 from abroad, are participating 
in the 10th International Congress 
of the Pre-cast Concrete.

Sardine fishermen squeezed

HAIFA. — The troubled sardine 
fishing trade yesterday suffered 
another setback. In a meeting with 
the Fishermen’s Union and Tnuva, 
representatives of the canning in- 
dustry said they would reduce 
purchases by 75 per cent — while 
taking longer to pay for them. 

"They claimed to be having finan- 
cial troubles, which we understand, 
bu: we could not accept such con- 
dition?,’’ union secretary [Lamar 
Katz told The Jerusalem Post. While 
the previous contract was for 2,000 
boxes of sardines a day, the industry 
r.cw wants to buy no more than 500, 
r.e explained. 

Since the season started a fort- 
night ago. Katz said, fishermen have 
already put over 10 tons of sardines 
in cold storage. Extended cold 
storage reduces the quality of the 
fish — and meanwhile, the men 
have no income, Katz stressed. 


“That isn’t all. If before canners 
were granted a 45-day credit period, 
they now demand 75 days. ” Katz 
said. The union is willing to com- 
promise on 50 days, and an average 
of 1,500 boxes a day, but the can- 
ners did not accept this offer. 

The agriculture ministry has 
promised “adequate” financial sup- 
port — which may amount to more 
than IS 1m. As a result the union 
has given fishermen the “green 
light" to carry on. since the season 
is expected to be over next month, 
Katz said. 

Unlimited imports are blamed for 
the industry's troubles, he charged. 
Canners admit that the local fish is ! 
cheaper and better than that from 
abroad, but the imports have the ad- 
vantage of being “predictable."’ 
Fishermen never know for sure how 
big their caiches will be. and can- 
ners can buy imported sardines 
whenever they need them, Katz 
said.

TEL AVIV. — The just issued 
report of the Israel Government 
Coins and Medals Corporation 
ilGCMC) for 1980/1981 shows that 
some 48 per cent of its annual sales 
of ISt>8.3m. were exports. These ex- 
ports came to 5.3m.. a gain of 83 per 
cent over the previous period. In 
the preceding report exports ac- 
counted only for about one third of 
all sales. 

According to Eliezer Shiloni, 
1GCMC director-general, the 
growth in sales was attributable to 
an expansion of the subscribers lists 
as well as a careful supervision over 
new issues, which gave the corpora- 
tion greater credibility. 

Operating profits, before com- 
missions and income tax, stood at 
ISZJ.Om. This compares with 
IS7.9m. a year ago and reflects a 
real growth of some 24 per cent. 

Net profits totalled !S22.6m, as 
compared with 1510.2m. The net 
profits showed a small real decline. 
However, the profit picture was bet- 
ter than mast experts had expected 


in view of the falling price of 
precious metals. The corporation 
also experienced a drop in income 
from financing operations. This was 
attributed to the cost of main- 
taining stocks and to payment 
arrangements with the Bank of 
Israel and the Accountant-General. 


However, the Treasury is the 
beneficiary of a payment by the 
IGCMC of some IS22.5m., 
representing ISI.Om. in dividends 
and the balance in royalty pay- 
ments. 

The corporation's balance sheet 
total doubled and stood at IS72.7m. 
The registered share capital grew to 
!S5.0m. Of this amount IS3.4m. was 
issued and paid out in the form of 
bonus shares.

general of the party. But Dayan op- 
ponents find it significant that the 
hawkish Speiser does not give out- 
right support for Peres’ initiative. 
Speiser told The Post that "the best 
thing for the party would be to first 
put its own house in order. There is 
nothing urgent about the question. 
Any dbcussion of the matter must 
be in the bureau that would be 
elected at the end of October and 
by all means not in the existing 
bureau whose life has already been 
prolonged by an extra eight months. 

It has no authority to decide and it 
has already brought upon us the 
mistake of accepting Shulamit 
Aloni into the Alignment." 

Ya’acobi also notes 'the Aloni 
precedent. “What we did in regard 
to her can be done in regard to 
Dayan. Aloni, too, once left Labour 
but no one seems to mention that 
and all u forgiven. Why not do the 
same for Dayan?” he insists. 

Labour's foremost dove, Yoss! 
Sajrid, |Las become one of tbq^ost- 
eluent anti-Dayan figures; Head-: 
jnits that “if the doves ate welcome^ 
back into the party, there cannot be 
any barriers against hawks, 
although I don’t know what Dayan 
is. My opposition to him is on the ' 
moral plane. When he was still in 
Labour he started the deterioration 
of Israeli politics into opportunism. 
He left Labour when it appeared 
to be a sinking ship and to bring him 
back now is to legitimize unaccep- 
table political standards.” 

. Amos Carmel, a prominent 
spokesman of a new super-hawkish 
Labour grouping, is also against 
Dayan. Carmel, a Weizmann In- 
stitute chemist and newspaper 
columnist says, “We simply don't 
trust the man and definitely should 
not issue invitations to him. He » 


chiefly to blame for the Camp 
David agreement, which is bad for 
Israel and now comes his dubious 
unilateral autonomy idea. We will 
gain nothing by co-opting MKs who 
are anyway not in the coaIitkm...we 
cannot form a government because 
we lack the partners.* 

In a recent conversation with 
Peres, former prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, lately the darting of 
party hawks, expressed astonish- 
ment at the party chairman's 
“eagerness to invite Dayan back. If 
Dayan had come to ns, t would see 
no way to avoid discussing the issue, 
but it is beyond me why we should 
go to him. That is out of the 
question.” * 

A similar attitude was expressed 
by many veterans 1 of the “old 
Mapai.” - Former justice minister 
Haim Zadok told The Post that he is 
“very much against an initiative on 
our part. We must not ask him, but 
if he asks us, I would be willing to 
consider the question, though I will 
not, 'agree to anything a. priori/ 1 
i Fonqefc fprcjgh -minister ^ ^\bba 
Ebair fears ' that t^ d i i r “V ould 
degrade itself unless we display 
some pride and self-respect. We 
should be willing to discuss 
parliamentary cooperation with 
Telem or even an oppositional 
coalition, but not to beg Dayan into 
the party. Tetem’s platform was to 
prevent ours from being realized. 
Telem started our downward slide 
in the polls before the- elections, 
even if in the momentum, many of 
those it initially lured away from 
Labour finally voted Likud.” 

The situation is further com- 
plicated by the veto that appears to 
have been cast i^y Labour’s Align- 
ment partners — Mapam and Atari. 
Both have threatened to leave the 
Alignment if Dayan returns. Labour 


sources have told the Post that the 
initial plan was to bring Telem in as 
a separate Alignment faction. 
Mapam and Aloni nipped this idea 
in the bud, and Feres changed tac- 
tics, suggesting instead that . Dayas 
rejoin the Labour Party proper on 
the premise that Mapam cannot 
prevent another party from ac- 
cepting a new member. 

Sources close to Peres insist that 
Dayan wants Telem to return on the 
same basis as Rafi rejoined Labour 
in the late 1960’s by signing a new 
charter for the unified party. They 
say he only waiting for an official 
invitation from Labour. He wifi sot 
risk being humiliated by a fiat rejec- 
tion, but will join if invited. But they 
fear that so much emotion has 
already been stirred, that Dayan 
will in the end stay out, if only 
because of the abuse heaped upon 
him by his opponents. 

On the telem side, former 
finance minuter Yigaet Hiirvhz has 
already warned that Telem would 
spti&if 1 ' it joins Labour. Bea-Pbrat 
> told The Past that “as usual there is. 
mueh ado about nothing in Labour. 
They are fuming and seething over a 
possibility which is so slim that it 
hardly exists...there u no ideology 
or principle In the Labour Party, 
only a voracious appetite for power, 
and haring been denied power, they 
■ are now eating each other up. This 
is not an atmosphere that would en- 
courage even those in Telem who 
are most amenable to join. Perhaps 
if Mapam were out of the Align- 
ment, things might have been dif- 
ferent." 

Yossi Sand for one agrees that h 
is all much ado about nothing. "Tbe 
party,” he says, “is rocking the 
■cradle of a dead baby and arguing 
heatedly about whether it should be 
circumcized or not,”

L'nl'ortur ate'v. in speaking to the Herut lorum. Mr. Sharon 
regressed to the kind of wild mud-slinging that the nation's defence 
minister rheuld e>chev.. 

!t was Mr. Begin who. even before returning home from the U.S.. 
claimed that ihe quest of a military alliance with the U.S. had been 
initialed by none other titan Labour's own one-time leader. David 
Ben-Genon. in !V5? 

What Mr. Begin chose :o ignore was that the real purpose of Ben- 
Gurion'j aborted i nitt.it ive was to relieve Israel of an isolation made 
especially perilous by the Kremlin's rearming of Egypt. He did not in- 
tend to make Urael an instrument of checking Soviet expansion as 
such into the Middle East. 

Speaking to the Herut gathering. Mr. Sharon picked up where Mr. 
Begin left off m his reply to his detractors. Those Labourites who arc 
now attacking strategic cooperation with the U.S., the defence 
minister cried, are ihe ;jme people who always unsuccessfully sought 
alliances with foreign powers. And he gave as examples the Hagana's 
collaboration (the '‘season") with the British in suppressing the IZL 
and the Lehi. in the las', days of the mandate, and the placing of the 
IDF at the disposal of British and French "foreign adventurism" in 
the Iy?6 Suez crisis. 

Such talk, it must be said, violates even the low standards of 
political partisanship. 

In 195b. to be sure. Israel cooperated — some people still say, 
colluded — with France and Britain against Egypt. But that was a 
case of Israel fending for itself against a dangerous enemy with the 
aid of foreigners, no- a case of Israel serving foreign interests. This 
version of IS 5b. ir, which most israelis have always believed, is 
perhaps open to question, but not from Herut. than which there was 
no more enthusiastic supporter of Operation Kadesh. Mr. Sharon 
himself, if we remember correctly, took a notable part in that opera- 
tion. 

If the defence minister believe? he will, by such wild rhetoric, repel 
criticism of the much-totited strategic cooperation with the U.S.. he 
is probably wrong, it would be more appropriate and more responsi- 
ble for him to try to persuade the citizenry that Israel must ally itself 
militarily with the LLS. not merely to ward off threats from hostile.

IMMEDIATELY after Prime 
Minister Benin's official visit to 
Washington, ended, some high U.S. 
officials must have been rubbing 
their hands with satisfaction. They 
had done their homework well, had 
well studied Begin's traits, his sen- 
sitivities and susceptibilities — and 
had prepared his reception accor- 
dingly. They had learned of his ad- 
diction to high-sounding phrases 
and important-looking formulae, his 
predilection for superlatives, his 
enthusiasm for festive celebration. 

Indeed, all seemed to go well. 
Every inch of red carpet seemed to 
be paying a handsome dividend, 
every word of praise from President 
Reagan seemed to be well worth it 
in terms of senatorial votes for the 
AWACS deal. Begin, though not of- 
ficially agreeing to the deal, did as 
much as could be expected — 
maybe.even more. He declared this 
to be an internal American matter, 
and thus, for the first time in Israeli- 
U.S. relations, neutralized Israeli in- 
fluence on a matter of vital impor- 
tance to Israel's security and. 
moreover, set a dangerous prece- 
dent for any arms sale to Arab 
countries. 

True, there were some less con- 
ciliatory statements from the prime 
minister towards the end of his slay, 
as he certainly could not afford to 
appear less than patriotic, but this 
brought U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig rushing to New 
York to give Begin a final warning 
before his departure. 

BUT THEN something went wrong. 
The opposition in both countries 
just wouldn't play ball. A large num- 
ber of American senators and con- 
gressmen decided, the Israeli 
premier’s attitude notwithstanding, 
that the AWACS deal was harmful 
to American interests as they un- 
derstand them. And the Israeli op- 
position, which had restrained itself 
as long as the official visit lasted, 
came out strongly against Begin's 
compromising vital Israeli interests.

“straining to become a 
military outpost in the 
global conflict with the 
second superpower in the 
world/’ 

Since then the Israeli press and 
electronic media have been busily 
discussing whether or not there is a 
linkage between the AWACS deal 
and the much-celebrated "strategic 
cooperation." Much less considera- 
tion is being given to the more rele- 
vant question of whether there is 
really any justification for the 
media's almost unquestioning ac- 
ceptance of "strategic cooperation” 
as an historic achievement. 

No Israeli in his right mind would, 
of course, pretend that we could 
have done without the tremendous 
aid and assistance given by the U.S. 
over the years, and this will most 
certainly be needed in the near 
future. If there is any way at all by 
which this small country can show 
its appreciation for and repay its 
debt to the U.S. — provided the lat- 
ter is really interested in it — then it 
would be our moral obligation to do 
so. 

The fact is, though, that while 
Begin and Sharon went to the U.S. 
to ram the idea of strategic services 
down an unwilling American throat. 
Secretary of Stale Haig had to go 
urgently to 'Europe to convince 
allies there not to oppose the 
stationing of strategic missiles on 
their soil. So much for Begin's idea 
of hadar national honour and pride. 

If, on the other hand, strategic 
cooperation means mainly an exten- 
sion of the American commitment 
to the existence and security of 
Israel, this, of course, is nothing 
new. Then one is speaking of a 
process that has been going on since 


the establishment of the State of 
Israel. Any addition, like 
stockpiling American equipment, 
can only be welcomed. 

However, Begin speaks of more 
than that. For the first time in our 
history, he is committing the Israeli 
Defence Forces to action not direct- 
ly connected with Israeli security. 
While repeating, rightly so, , our 
traditional motto that we want no 
foreign soldiers to fight our wars, we 
are now asking, nay demanding, to 
have our forces be used in military - 
action other than our own wars. 

Apart from the somewhat 
ludicrous aspect of the fly providing 
an aerial umbrella For the lion, we 
are straining to become a military 
outpost in the global conflict with 
the second superpower of the 
world. Apparently.- we have not 
enough troubles of our own. 

Actually, this is not really an en- 
tirely new idea. Begin adopted a j 
similar ■ policy some months ago 
when he had the Israeli Air Force to 
come to the aid of the Christians in- 
northem Lebanon; this was done ; 
without consideration of our own , 
interests in such involvement. And I 
we have seen what that decision got j 
us: The Syrian missiles are still \ 
there, and Begin did not even- find it 
necessary during his Washington 
visit to enquire politely whatever 
happened to the Habib mission. 

WHILE SOME of these arguments- 
have already been raised in the 
public debate on “strategic- 
cooperation,” there is one further 
point, perhaps the most significant of 
all in the long run. that has hardly 
been mentioned, which is the effect 
his “strategic cooperation" is 
having on our self-image and on 
Israel's image in the world. 

Once upon a time, Israel was a 
small but pugnacious nation, 
fighting its own wars, but needing 
assistance because its neighbours 
would not let this country live in 
peace. Now we aspire to become 
the strategic outpost of the free 
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Blanket attack on Betar 


.world. But the free world would 
much rather have us settle oiir 
problems with the Arabs 

ON THAT particular matter, they 
may not be entirely wrong. The 
most serious omission at Begin's 
Washington summit was his lack of 
concern with the continuation of 
the peace process. 

Apparently this was not by acci- 
dent. Having nothing To show in 
terms of our most important 
problem — our relations with the 
Arab world — Begin diverted atten- 
tion from the issue by the simple 
device of talking “security" instead- 
of peace. In Israel, this always 
work?. This time it also worked.with' 
the: Reagan Administration. 
Nothing was said at the summit

about the autonomy talks starting 
this week. As long as the Israeli 
Government ‘is chained to the 
dogma of the Whole Land of Israel, 
nothing meaningful can be said. 

For the moment, both Reagan 
and 'Begin were interested in 
“strategic cooperation,” as a means 
of dealing with their respective op- 
positions at home! But let us not be 
fooled. Far from celebrating his 
“achievement*” we must realize 
that without progress on the Palesti- 
nian problem, there will be 
American .initiatives — without 
Israeli cooperation, strategic or 
otherwise — about which we will 
not necessarily be very happy. -

endangering the peace 


THE INEXCUSABLE violence 
with which some partisans of 
Jerusalem Betar reacted, two Satur- 
days ago. to a very strange decision 
by referee Avraham Klein has 
produced an irrational reaction of 
blanket condemnation of the club 
and all its supporters. 

It is suggested that Jerusalem's 
fans-do noidescrve.to haye even the 
appalling so-caiied “stadium" in 
which they suffer every week, let 
alone a real stadium such as Mayor 
Teddy Kollek hopes to provide for 
them. 

Rabbi Louis Rabinowitz, who has 
the misfortune to live close to the 
YMCA ground, was so enraged that 
he belitied all spectators sports ("On 
Sportsmanship," The Jerusalem 
Post, September 16). 

Although I am not myself a sup- 
porter of Jerusalem Betar, I think 
that the fierce condemnations of 
Betar are exaggerated and unjust, 
and show a complete disregard of 
the function of sport in modem 
societies. 

In the first place, it was only a 
very small section of the Betar 
crowd that misbehaved. The 
overwhelming majority of the club’s 
supporters, although angered and 
appalled by Klein's bizarre ruling, 
did no more than urge their team to 
stop playing and to leave the field. 
The conduct of the players them- 
selves was exemplary. To damn an 
entire club and all its fans because 
of the misconduct of a minority 
seems to me to be a gross injustice. 

Secondly, total disapproval of 
Jerusalem Betar and its supporters 
ignores the club's history. For years 
these fans, most of them coming 
from what are euphemistically 
called “under-privileged areas", 
have been going to the YMCA 
ground despite atrocious condi- 
tions. During this period, their team 
has touched heights of glory — and 
has also sunk to the nadir of relega- 
tion. There have not been any riots. 
All things considered, the behaviour 
of the fans has been astonishingly 
good. Women and children can 
safely go to matches, without fear of 
being hurt.

Manchester, Glasgow, Milan, War- 
saw or Hamburg, if an adored team 
had had a penalty goal awarded 
against it for not paying attention to 
the referee's whistle in an extraor- 
dinary situation — in effect, the 
punishment imposed by Klein — to 
realize that the Jerusalem fans exer- 
cised comparative restraint. 

HOOLIGANISM at and after soc- 
cer matches is rampant in the world, 
and it is understandable that any 
suggestion of it in Israel should have 
triggered indignation. But the evil 
manifested in recent times is 
hooliganism for the sake of 
hooliganism, a search for a perver- 
ted form of "fun”, to which the soc- 
cer is irrelevant. The hooligans, of- 
ten drunk, set out to "enjoy’’ their 
Saturday afternoons by beating up 
other people and wrecking 
property. Without in any way con- 
doning the violence in Jerusalem, 
one can say that it was completely 
different from this type of activity. 
It was specifically linked to KJein's 
decision, to -the anguish and frustra- 
tion it inspired. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz, a keen 
sportsman himself, disapproves of 
people watching games instead of 
playing them. He is certainly right 
that everyone benefits, physically 
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and mentally, from participating in 
sport. But there is no reason why 
playing games should preclude 
watching experts play them 
superlatively well. It would be 
palpably absurd to deny people op- 
portunities to watch Kevin Keegan 
and Kenny Dalglish, Bjorn Borg 
and John McEnroe, Ian Botham 
*94. Dennis Lillee, Steve Ovett, and 
Sebastian Coe, on the ground that 
the spectators should' themselves 
rather be playing soccer, tennis, or 
cricket, or running mile races. 

The argument is tantamount to 
saying that one should never go to a 
Rubinstein concert, but should only 
play the piano, should never watch 
a play but only act, should never 
listen to a sermon by Rabbi Louis 
Rabinowitz, but only deliver one. 

Jerusalem Betar brings intense 
emotional fulfilment and colour 
into the drab lives of their suppor- 
ters. What would these people do 
ori their weekends if they had no 
football to follow? 

Theoretically, they might play 
games themselves. Or they might 
engage in meditation and prayer. 
But it is far more likely that their 
boredom and alienation would drive - 
them to. acts of delinquency and 
violence.

The decision 7 x&ist be 
lived up to — even if it seems with - 
hindsight to have been too hastily 
arrived at The implications of an 
Israeli refusal to live up to the letter 
of the Camp David Accords, at this 
early stage in them implementation, 
are too frightening: the delicate 
structure of peace might collapse. 

Israel held its elections on June 
30. Those who opposed the Camp- 
David Accords directly elected the 
three Tchiya MKs. Otherwise, the 
peace treaty received overwhelming 
support, both from flic voters who 
opted for the Likud as the party of 
peace (“this is only the beginning”) 
and by the voters who chose the 
Labour Alignment’s more flexible 
territorial compromise formula. 

There is a broad national con- 
sensus in favour of pursuing peace, 
even for paying the price of ter- 
ritorial concession. I urge my fellow 
Israelis to reject the latter-day 


wisdom of theCamp David Accords 
opponents and of those Likud and 
Labour MKs who somehow square 
their support for peace with their 
opposition to territorial com- 
promise over Rafiah. Rather than 
sign the petition to stop the 
withdrawal now in circulation, we 
fc&'Vild continue to support all ef- 
tt* j ts towards a diplomatic, 
tefcotiated settlement of the Middle 
East ;crisis.
